During the Deceaber JAC hearings in Chicago, I took the opportunity of 
discussing with you the desire of our company in establishing a special 
commodity division aside from the operation of Denver Chicago Trucking 
Co^>any, Inc. 

It is our desire to write a national special commodity contract covering 
this phase of the operation involving all local unions that would be 
involved. This special commodity contract would be a rider to the 
National Master Freight Agreement. Our Operations Department is at the 
present time working out the details as to domicile, method of operation, 
and other matters covered under this type of operation.

New Jersey Agreement in October, <954. A provision was placed 
in the agreement that this problem would be discussed during the 
life of the agreement in a cooperative manner. Because of the 
-utual interest involved we are taking the liberty of writing 
directly tc your office a'ter havin had discussions with several 
of the interested representatives of the Teamster Organization. 

It was decided that we write directly to your offioe in order 
that you nay expedite the handling of this matter with the 
proper officials of your organization. 

In order that our Company nay remain competit've in the Nov York, 

New Jersey area, and the sane wruM apply to the other companies 
in this area, it is necessary that ue be allowed the flexibility 
f droppin* trailers for loading and unloading. In the past our 
operations in this regard havo been re tricted and we have found 
ouraelves continuously losing tra :'ic to the railroads and the 
oarloading companies. »e realise that in order to maintain the 
competitive interest of the trucking companies we must eliminate 
these restrictive cc-nditioni. 

■e know and appreciate tne r‘r.;vd yo have taken against the interests 
that >ir oot.tiuuoiisly attamptin to disorganise the trucking industry, 
We would appreciate your a -pointment of a committee of your officials 
t< sit with membere of our company t' work out a solution to the 

above pr<u l«i.
